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REMARKS IN RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF ALLOWABILITY 

This paper is in response to the Notice of Allowability mailed 1 7 November 2005, in which 
the Applicants note appreciatively, claims 1-10, 12, 13, 16-25, 27, 28, and 31-45 were allowed. 

Regarding item 3 of the Notice of Allowability, the Examiner stated that the Applicants' 
Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement mailed 30 July 2003 for the parent application 
(Serial No. 10/037,882, now U.S. Patent No. 6,766,260) is not reflected in PTO records as having 
been received.
